Jordan's Foreign Minister Salah 
Abu Zeid indicated last night his 
country: will not permit the ter- 
rorista to return to Jordanian 
territory. 

Answering 2 question by the 
official Jordanian news agency 
on reports of 2 Jordanian-ter- 
rorist reconciliation, Abu Zeid 
said that Jordan will not allow 
“the” old times of chaos and 
anarchy to return.”

It will be the first visit to Hanol 
by a top U.S. official since the Amer- 
ican mission there was closed dow2 
in 1955. 

But he acknowledged that such a 
programme was meeting opposition 
from some Congressmen and part 
of the American public. 


Nixon said Kissinger will talk 
with top Hanoi leaders. “It is vital- 
ly important we have direct com- 
munications” with the North Viet- 
namese. 

He expected the Kissinger talks 
to be “extensive and frank," Nixon 
said, adding that his top forelgu 
policy adviser will “initiate con- 
versationg" on the Indochina-wide 
reconstruction programme. 

He said he realized some members 
of the U.S. Congress are “not keen 
on helping" countries in Southeast 
Asia, but that "1 look upon this as 
a potential investment in peace.” 

Mr. Nixon said Dr. Kissinger 
would not be meeting with U.S. pri- 
soners of war while in Hanoi. 

The Nixon-Thieu meeting will be 
the first since Mr. Nixon was in 
Saigon in July 1969. The chief topic 
to be discussed is likely to be ex- 
tent of U.S. economic aid to South 
Vietnam and the U.S. position if 
there is a major violation of the 
cease-fire by North Vietnam.

Fewer clashes in Vietnam 


SAIGON (UPI), — Communist and 
South Vietnamese forces clashed 
only 100 times throughout South 
Vietnam in the fourth day of the 
Vietnam céase-fire compared with 
more than 400 on the first day, mili- 
tary Spokesmen said yesterday. 

In one incident, a U.S. army ad- 
viser suffered slight wounds on 
Tuesday when Communists fired on 
@ helitopter in the Quang Ngai 
coastal province north of Saigon, the 
spokesman said. 

The U.S. command said Col. Tru- 
man Borman, sentor province adviser 
in Quang Ngai province, was the 
third American to be wounded since 
the cease-fire took affect. In addition 
one American has been killed. 

A South Vietnamese military 
spokesman said troops recovered a 
Vietcong document ordering Com- 
munists in the Central Highlands 
district of Tuy Hoa to continue 
fighting despite the cease-fire that 
cficlally began at 8 a.m. on Sunday. 
“This could be a plan the Com- 
munists are carrying out through- 
out South Vietnam," a government 
statement said. 

Military sources placed the post- 
truce casualties at more than 8,000 
Killed. Saigon sources said 2,597 
Communists have died in combat 
since the cease-fire while 461 Sonth 


. Vietnamese troops were killed. 


Yesterday's meeting between the

Israel firm orders six 
supertankers from U.K.

LONDON, — English and American 
subsidiaries of the Israeli shipping 
company, Maritime Fruit Carriers, 
have placed the largest single order 
ever received by a British ship- 
building company with the Harland 
and Wolff Company of Belfast. The 
order for six supertankers is valued 

at £150m. 

The order has been greeted with 
jubilation here. The only questioning 
note which has been heard cohcerns 
what use the Israeli company in- 
tends to make of the tankers. 

The 330,000-ton supertankers, to 
cost £2.5m. each, are the biggest 
ships ever to be built in the U.K., 
and the order will keep the shipyard 
busy until 1977. 

Harland and Wolff has probably 
the most disastrous recent history 
of any British shipbuilder and the 
order shows the transformation 
brought about by extensive guvern- 
ment investment (the government 
owns almost 48 per cent of the com- 
pany) and the new Danish man- 
agement. 

Maritime Fruit Carriers’ order is 
twice the value of the previous 
merchant shipping record, which 
was also set by Harland and Wolff 
in 1971 when Shell International 
Marine booked four 318,000-tonners 
at the Belfast yard. 

The new order was actually 
placed by the Island Fruit Reefers 
shipping company of London and 
the General Maritime group of com- 
pantes, New York. 

Island Fruit was founded in 1969 
as an independent British company 
and is 98 per cent owned by Mari- 
timecor, a Panamanian company 
which in turn is part of Halfa-based 
Maritime Fruit Carriers. It owns 
three refrigerated fruit-carrying 
ships built in Britain, and five more 
are on order. 

The General Maritime group is 
also part of the Maritime Fruit 
Carriers empire, which owns 40 re- 
frigerated vessels and is reportedly 
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aiming at building up a fleet total- .

panies are equal partners in the 
new order. The dea} is being 4- 
nanced 80 per- cent through loans 
in Britain and the U.S. and 20 per 
cent through own capital. 

A London spokesman of island 
Fruit said no plans had yet been 
made for the employment of the 
six supertankers, He admitted that 
there might be difficulty in charter- 
ing them to ofl companies carrying 
Arab oil. 

The latest order, and some earlier 
orders for smailer vessels, as well as 
the order placed by General Mart- 
time in the U.S, this month for three 
supertankers of 380,000 tons each, 
would give the combine far more 
tonnage than could be justified by the 
volume of oil carried to the Ellat- 
Ashdod pipeline, unless this is great- 
ly enlarged. 

It has been suggested that Mari- 
time may have ordered these new 
ships with an eye on the large quan- 
tities of crude oil from Tran which 
may be imported by the U.S. from 
1975 onwards. There is also some 
speculation linking this and similar 
orders with the recent statement by 
the Shah of Iran that he intends to 
market ‘his oi] indeendently of the 
giant concerns aS soon as current 
contracts expire. It is felt that per- 
haps Maritime hope to become his 
carriers. 

Our Diplomatic Reporter adds: 

Well-placed sources in Israel's oil 
industry said last night they thought 
the tanker deal had no bearing on 
Israel's own oil economy. They said 
the tankers would probably be used 
on long-distance — probably trans- 
atlantic runs.

“The day will 
come when the nation will know 
how great is the debt it owes him.”

A colleague in the security ser- 
vices said that, after Baruch Cohen 
fought terrorism in Nablus and Gaza,

but loses in overall points

TEL AVIV. — Tel Aviv Maccabi 
last night scored a brilliant 113:88 
victory over Simmenthal of Milan, 
but the Italian basketball champions 
won the two-leg European Cup tie 
by an overall nine points.

Cheered on by a full house of 
10,000 fans at the Yad Eliahu 
Sports Palace, Tel Aviv Maccabi 
nearly pulled off a sensational over- 
all win.

Six generals carry coffin 


First Chief of Staff, 


Dori, laid to rest 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — His coffin borne by six 
generals, Israel's first Chief of 
Staff, Rav-Aluf Ya'acov Dori, was 
jaid to reat at the Hof Hacarmel 
miltary cemetery there yesterday 
afternoon. Rav-Aluf Dori died on 
Monday, aged 73. 

From 11 am. the body lay in 
state at Churchill Auditorium on 
the campus of the Technion, of 
which Deri was president for 14 
years after leaving the army. 

David Ben-Gurion, who appointed 
the late Chief of Staff in 1948, 
stood at attention by the coffin, 
and then departed quietly. 

Despite driving rain, many came 
to pay respects, filing past the cof- 
fin draped in the national flag and 
flanked by an honour guard of sol- 
ders and Technion staff. 

Funeral rites began at 1 pm. 
Prime Minister Golda Melr, clad in 
black, attended, along with Cabinet 
ministers, Chief of Staff David Hila- 
ποι Knesset members and former 
soldiers of the Hagana, which Dori 
headed before 1948. 

The British air attache, Group 
Captain A.D. Boyle, represented the 
foreign military attaches. Col. CM. 
Barrett of the Royal Fusiliers, Dori's 
wegiment in World War I, also paid 
his respects. 

Stx General Staff officers flanked 
the coffin and a guard of honour 


from the Golani Brigade took up 
position at its head. The Chief Mili- 
tary Chaplain, Tat-Aluf Mordechai 
Piron, chanted “El Maleh Rahamim.” 
Dori was then eulogized 
by Technion president ‘Alexander 
Goldberg; the vice-chairmen of the 
Board of Governors, Col. J. Elyachar 
and High Court Justice Moshe Lan- 
dau. Dori’s sons, Dr. Zvi Dori and 
Tat-Aluf (res.) Yerahmiel Dori, said 
Kaddish. 

The six generals — Shmuel Gonen 
{head of the Training Command), 
Mordechai Hod (Air Force), Amos 


Horev (Chief Scientist), Eliahu Zeira - 


(Intelligence), Herzl Shafir (Man- 
power) and Binyamin Telem (Navy) 
— then carried the coffin on their 
shoulders to a waiting command 
ear, which led the funeral proces- 
sion to the cemetery. 

At the cemetery, Defence Minis- 
ter Moshe Dayan and Chief Rabbi 
Shlomo.Goren joined the procession, 
and Chief of Staff Rav-Aluf David 
Elazar eulogized Dori. He said the 
armed forces stood at attention and 
lowered its flags at the grave of 
Ray-Aluf Ya'acov Dori,’ whose life 
had been dedicated to the establish- 
ment of the Jewish defence forces. 


“Together with all of Israel and 
the bereaved family, Zahal mourns 
his death and salutes his memory,” 
said Rav-Aluf Blazar.

Questioned about a possible role 
for U.S. presidential adviser Henry 
Kissinger in achleving a Middle 
East settlement, she disclaimed any 
knowledge, hut added that the U.S. 
administration beHeves that differ- 
ences should be settled between the 
disputing purtles. “If Dr. Kissinger 
or anybody else can help convince 
our nelghbours thet this is the thing 
to do, we shall be very grateful.” 

Mrs. Meir made reference to the 
funeral in Hatfa of Baruch Co- 
hen, the Intelligence agent killed 
in Madrid. His family has been 
in Israel 150 years; they came 
from Morocco, she sald. Baruch 
was one of six children, and the 
second to die in the line of duty. 
She clted a phrase uttered to her 
by his widow, Nurit: “For you it's 
worse. For us it’s one person, but 
You have so many.”

Frost caused

TEL AVIV. — Farmers will receive 
a total of IL63m. for damage caused 
by the recent frost, according to 
David Gilboa, general manager of 
the Insurance Fund for Nature Da- 
mage to Agriculture. 

Mr. Gilboa noted that the com- 
pensation for the unprecedented 
frost damage wrought during the 
last week of December and the 
first week of January was nearly 
double the entire sum paid out by 
the Fund (1IL37.5m.) since it was 
established five years ago. 

Mr. Gilboa presented the following 
figures on the cold wave damages 
to the Fund's Board of Directors’

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Sen- 
ator John Stennis, one of the most 
influential men in the U.S. .

Smallpox kills 
1,000 in

DACCA. — More than 1,000 people 
have died in a smallpox outbreak 
in Bangladesh, according to press 
reports here. 

Some 400 died in Dacca this 
month alone and the epidemic is 
spreading alarmingly in some areas 
outside the capital, it was said. 

Health Minister Abdul Malek Ukil 
said the government was alarmed 
and was marshalling 38,000 family 
planning and malaria eradication 
workers to help combat the small- 
pox.

2 Catholic youths executed 
Ulster Protestant 


killers given go-ahead 


BELFAST (AP). — Northern Ire- 
land's largest private Protestant 
army gave the green light yester- 
day to Protestant assassins, aad 
during the night gunmen killed two 
more young Roman Catholics. 

The death toll for the week rose 
to five. Four of the victims were 
Catholics. 

Tom Herron, vice-chairman of the 
50,000 Protestant vigilantes of the 
Ulster Defence Association (U.D.A.), 
said the U.D.A. command could πὸ 
longer control the extremists and 
would no longer try to, 

“Recent bombing outrages” by the 
Catholies of the Irish Republican 
Army (LR.A.) had provoked the 
Protestants, Herron said, and “Prot- 
estant extremists cannot keep turn- 
ing the other cheek." 

“We can only hope that the kill- 
ings do not reach the proportion of 
before,” said a high-ranking security 
officer. 

The hooded body of a 14-year-old 
Catholic boy, Philip Rafferty, was 
found during the night in a car at 
8. prehistoric stone circle south of 
Belfast, known as the giant's ring. 
The boy had been shot through the 
head and the hood of his blue 
anorak was pulled over his head, 

A few hours later police found 
tthe body of a 17-year-old Catholic 
near a highway on the west side of 
Belfast. Police said the boy was 
apparently shot from 2 car as he 
waited for a taxi, after visiting 2 
girl friend. 


Police named the youth as Gabriel 
Savage, an auto mechanic. They said 
he too was shot through the head. 

The night's assassinations raised 
the confirmed body count in North- 
erm Ireland's religious warfare to 
696 since autumn 1969. ’ : 

Despite the upsurge of killing this 
week, January's toll was the sec- 
ond lowest in ἃ year, with an aver- 
age of four dead a week compared 
with nine a week for 1972. This had 
been attributed mainly to a U.D.A. 
warning at the beginning cf the 
mouth that it would not tolerate 
sectarian murder by either Pratest- 
ants or Catholics. The U.D.A. said 
then it would do “all in its power" 
to stop the assassination squads who 
appeared to shoot ony because they 
came across someone of the other 
religion. 

Rioting erupted late on Tuesday 
night in the border towns of Stra- 
pane and Newry after a day of 
Catholic demonstrations marking 
the first anniversary of London- 
derry’s “Bloody Sunday,” when Bri- 
tish paratroopers killed 13 Catholics 
during a demonstration. 

The mobs burned cars, buses and 
trucks and wrecked and looted 
shops. The Newry rioters tore down 
8 wall to get stones to hurt at 
soldiers and police. The army even- 
tually dispersed the crowds with 
baton charges and volleys of rubber 
bullets. Poice said the damage was 
extensive although there were no 
Serious casualties,

REGGIO CALABRIA. — Nine ex- 
plosions rocked this city of 94,000 
on Tuesday night, destroying cars, 
shattering windows and waking up 
thousands In panic. Police said the 
blasts came from explosives planted

No one was re- 
ported injured. 


The blasts resounded through Reg- 
gio, at the southernmost tip of Italy, 
in quick succession before midnight 
on Tuesday. The terrorist targets 
were public buildings, except one 
ease in which the explosive was 
planted under a car parked in front 
of an apartment house where many 
public officials and political Agures 
live, 


The explosions cast a pal) of ter- 
rot and tension over this city, where 
riots erupted in 1970 and 1971. For 
four months then Reggio workers 
were on strike, fought police from 
behind barricades and repeatedly set 
fires in an outburst of anger over 
poverty and unfulfilled government 
promises for more jobs.

Two Nixon poll 
aides guilty in 
Watergate case 


WASHINGTON. — Two former cam- 
paign aides in President Nixon's re- 
election committee were found guilty 
on Tuesday of breaking in and bug- 
ging the Democratic party head- 
quarters here. 

They were Gordon Liddy, 42, 
former White House aide and legal 
counsel to Mr. Nixon's re-election 
committee, and James McCord, 48, 
retired Central Intelligence Agency 
(C.LA.) official, who was the com- 
mitkee's security chief. 

The jury deliberated only 90 min- 
utes before returning a guilty verdict 
on all counts, 

The verdict came quickly In the 
light of 16 days of trial that saw 
a total of 51 witnesses for the pro- 
secution and 11 for the defence. 

Liddy and McCord were the only 
two of the seven originally charged 
to stand trial. The other five pleaded 
gullty In the early days of the trial. 

Seutencing for all seven men by 
chief U.S. Judge John Sirica will 
come later after pre-sentencing in- 
vestigations. 

The judge committed Liddy and 
McCord to jail without bail. They 
had been free on bond throughout 
the trial. 

McCord was convicted of con- 
gpiracy, two counts of second degree 
burglary, attempting to intercept 
oral and wire communications, pos- 
sessing bugging equipment and act- 
ually intercepting conversations. 

Liddy was convicted on the same 
counts except for two of possessing 
bugging and wiretap equipment. 

The case resulted from the bug- 
ging of the Democratic party head- 
quarters before last November's 
presidential election and was nick- 
named the "Watergate Caper" here, 
after the Watergate office complex 
where the party headquarters are 
located. (Reuter, AP)

WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Nixon told Congress yesterday that 
his proposed curbs on Government 
spending could make 1978 a great 
year for the American economy, 
prevent a price explosion and hasten 


an end to mage-price controls. 

In his annual economic report to 
Congress, Mr. Nixon said: “We must 
develop more reliable and respon- 
sible attitudes and methods for deal- 
ing with the Federal budget so that 
it is not perpetually on the margin 
of an inflatfonary explosion. 

“We must be prepared for the end of 
wage and price controls, and be 
willing to show the same courage 
in taking them off as was shown 
in imposing them.” 

Mr. Nixon also called for an end 
to the “restrictive effects of the 
large number of other economic con- 
trols exercised by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, most of them having their 
origins decades ago, and many of 
them interfering with productivity 
and production." 

Mr. Nixon did not explain what 
he meant by these controls, although 
it was presumed to refer to agri- 
cultural policies. He gave no clue 
45 to when he would end wage- 
price restraints. 

The President said that economic 
prospects for 1973 were bright, with 
the ecomomy expanding rapidly and 
unemployment declining. “The prob- 
lem, as far as can now be fore- 
seen, will be to prevent this ex- 
pansion from becoming an infla- 
‘tHonary boom.” But 1973 would be 
@ great year only if the country 
managed its fiscal affairs prudently 
and did not go beyond the in- 
creases in Federal expenditures that 
he had proposed. 

“This is the practical lesson of the 
experience from 1965 to 1968, when 
loose fiscal policy turned a healthy 
expansion into a feverish boom fol- 
lowed iby a recession.”

They have wooed a hostile Congress, 
stormed against it, softasoaped it, pressured it, 
sought to educate particular Congressmen and 
Senators, or seduced them by flattery or 
patronage.

Egged: are some more equal? 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Port 

Sir, — I have been living in Is- 
rael for three and a half yeers, 
and since my husband is a bus 
driver employed by Egged (for five 
years except for six months before 
we were married) I feel that I have 
learned a Httle about this company. 

A recent article about Egged, 
you quoted an Egged spokesman as 
saying that the financial commit- 
ment necessary for becoming 2 mem- 
ber of Egged was not as rumoured, 
1L90,000-1,200,000, but much lower. 
This Is not true. I will not quote 
the exact amount we were recently 
told, but it is a few thousand 
pounds above this range. 

My husband— like 99 per cent of 
the bus drivers employed by Egged 
who are not sons of members — 
would like to become a member but 
cannot. Where could we get that 
amount of money? How could any- 
one, with the salary Egged pays its 
employed driver, raise that amount 
of money without getting into fi- 
nancial difficulties over their heads? 

I cannot understand how an Is- 
raell company which is connected to 
the Histadrut can take advantage of 
its employees as Egged does. These 
drivers work 100 per cent harder 
than the members, doing all of the 
work the members won't do — long 
trips to other cities, drivers for spe- 
cially hired buses, early morning 
and late night shifts in one day, 
εἴς. — but receive only 20 per 
cent of the salary of a member. If 
this 20 per cent was enough to live 
on, it would be fine, out it isn’t. 
IT also work, and we have one baby 
only, but with the cost of living 
what It is today, we barely get zlong. 
My husband's salary is between 
TL550-IL650 net. When he eared 
about IL650, he had worked an 
average of 13 hours dally, which 
is too much for a driver with res- 
ponsibility for about 50 passengers, 
and which is against the law in the 
United States. 

In order to be permanent in his 
job, Egged has made a regulation 
that. a driver must work three years 
continuously before getting this sta- 
tus which also entails a good raise 
in salary. However, if there is any 
breek in employment, even for a 
moath, they start counting the three 
years from the time he begirs work- 
fag again. 

I have noted where I jive that 
due to one or all of the above-men- 
tioned facts, guite a few drivers 
have left Egged in the past few 
months for jobs with more reason- 
able conditions. 


Today a bus driver is a profes- 
sional, for he deals with the Israeli 
public and with tourists. He must 
conduct himself accordingly, and be 
able to handle the many varied si- 
tuations which arise in his work. He 
must be in perfect physical condi- 
tion, have a hizh school education, 
know a minimum amount of English, 
and meet several other require- 
ments. Due to the above facts, there 
is a lack of bus drivers in Israel 


today.

Egged replies: 

There 18 a ict oF truth in your 
correspondent's letter which reveals 
the pain and sorrow of a worker’s 
wife who sees her husband work 
hard for long hours and still has 
to go out to work herself so that 
a family with one child can make 
ends meet. 

As a result of this bitterness, 

feeling of a grudge 
against the “boss” — in this case 
the members of Egged. There is a 
saying that the neighbour’s grass is 
always greener and it certainly 
applies here. Not only do empioy- 
ees work hard for insufficient re- 
muneration, but members work just 
as hard and their pay does not 
keep up with the cost of Living. 

Your correspondent is mistaken 
in referring to two separate camps 
in Egged — employees versus mem-~ 
bers. Especially in regard to work- 
ing conditions, our cooperative is 
characterized by complete equality 
of workers and work assignments, 
which are identical for aH. I categor~ 
ically reject the claim that em- 
Ployees do the harder work. 

Most salaried employees at Egged 
work in offices and auxilfary jobs 
and only a few drive buses in the 
hope of becoming members In the 
last year alone, we took in more 
than 800 new members, of whom 
only 10 per cent were member’s 
sons. Moreover, there is no dils- 
tinction between old and new mem- 
bers with regard to working condi- 
tions. What makes all of them 
really equal Is the fact that a bus 
driver's job in Israel is a dull and 
difficult one. 

As far as salary is concerned, a 
member's salary is obviously high- 
er than an employee's, otherwise 
why would employees invest large 
amounts to purchase a share and 
go inte debt for many years for 
this purpose. I must deny your 
correspondent's claims about an em- 
Ployee’s sajary. The pay of salaried 


drivers is fixed by the union and 
we pay accordingly. Of course, your 
correspondent was wrong about her 
husband's salary, but since she feels 
the salary paid both to members 
and employees is inappropriate and 
insufficient in view of their re- 
sponsible jobs, there is no point in 
going into greater detail and stat- 
ing the real salary an employee 
brings home after a 12-hour work 
day. All employees who drive Egged 
buses are candidates for member- 
ship and the employee period is 
only transitory. 

Your auonymous writer knows 
that her husband's “ "85 
a salaried driver are temporary and 
his hope of becoming a full-fledg- 
ed member dwarfs the other prob- 
lems which a “devoted” wife feels 
strongly. ‘ 

We do not fix the price of our 
shares arbitrarily: it is pegged to 


the actual cost of half a bus since 


two members work one bus. We do 
not force anyone to join Egged. 
Whoever is unwilling to pay the 
cost of a share is free to go else- 
where. But it seems a bit preten- 
tious and not even courteous to 
present the problem of shares in 
the way your correspondent did. 

The Egged spokesman was cor- 
rect about the value of a share; 
however, your correspondent ignores 
some important facts about the 
facilities Egged grants to employees 
who want to become members, in 
particular to those who work in 
Jerusalem. The reductions we grant 
such people in the form of loans 
from Egged alone vary between 
1L15,000 and 1L:25,000. 

Your correspondent's bitterness 
has its origin in the difficult work- 
ing conditions of all Egged drivers 
— members and employees alike — 
particularly in Jerusalem where rent 
and cost of living are high, streets 
narrow and congested, and a driver 
puts In a hard day of exhausting 
work. 

Notwithstanding her erroneous and 
anonymous claims, your correspon- 
dent did an unintentional service to 
bus drivers by showing the other side 
of the coln to passengers.

How Kupat Holim treats its doctors 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — I wish to refer to the 
letter from Martin Rhodes of Lon- 
don which appeared in your Issue of 
January 3. 

‘Would Mr. Rhodes claim that all 
general practionera in England treat 
their patients in hospital? 

Boes Mr. Rhodes object to the 
patient freely choosing his doctor? 

Does Mr. Rhodes know that clinic 
doctors do not work the full number 
of hours they are supposed to, and 
that is the main cause of most of 
the overcrowding? 

The problem of pay is not par- 
teular to doctors, but to all salaried 
workers. 

Mr. Rhodes’ claim that Kupat Ho- 
iim doctors are not free agents is 
categorically rejected. There is no 
medical institution in Israel or 
abroad where 2 doctor has as many 
possibilities to examine a patient. 
make laboratory tests and X-rays, 
hold consultations, have the patent 
hospitalized, and prescribe medica- 
tlon and treatment as in the Histe- 
drut’s Kupat Holim. No method of 
practiée is imposed on any doctor. 
What a pity that the doctors do 
not display more initiative and de- 
vote more time and goodwill to this 
aspect of their work. 


Mr. Rhodes’ accusation that Kupat 
Holim treats Its doctors like its 
cleaners merits only ἃ smile, or con- 
tempt. Maybe he thinks cleaners 
should be treated less well. This is 
neither our policy nor our attitude. 
1 doctors as a group of individuals 
feel this way, & js a sad error 
— almost a sick over-reaction to 
an inferiority complex on the one 
hand, and to a desire to be supe- 
rlor on the other, It would be pos- 
sible to forgive this desire for su- 


Periority if the doctors’ work ethics 
were characterized by a desire to 
excel. but as long as they behave 
like all the other members of our 
changing, materialistic and permis- 
sive society, they have no right to 
assume such an attitude, which is 
the result of hypocrisy.
